when his gig was run over by a Fulton 
ferryboat, aud he only a common sail­ 
or. 
Of course this showed that lie was 
brave, but we assumed that he was a 
plebeian, aud he wouldn’t have it, aud 
when he was assigned to the Levant we 
revolted against the intruder.

or four stood by the boy, including past I 
midshipman, now Admiral M urray,but I 
thirteen of us cat him dead and gave j 
notice that we would not mess with j 
him. 
We were not a little astonished j 
next day when he sent us thirteen chal­ 
lenges to fight him under the rules of 
i the dueling code. 
There was no such 
j thing as a declination known among 
gentlemen, but several of tho officers I 
whom he had challenged reconsidered 
the grounds of their refusal to mess 
'vith him aud withdrew their objec­ 
tions. 
By the time we had reached 
Florida (it was in 1836) only seven of 
u> stood out for what we called ‘disci­ 
pline’—that is, the right of rich men’s 
sons to monopolize the navy. 
I can 
see now that it was not a very chival­ 
rous cause to fight for. I went with the 
party down the coast below Pensacola 
to see the first of the seven duels. 
Murray was Judson’* second.

have been im pelled to make a proffer 
of the sale of ail their principal pos- 
sessiou* to a syndicate of eastern cap ­ 
italists, 
with 
the intention of em i­ 
grating to M exico and taking with 
them su d ’ of their followers as can be 
induced to leave Etah. 
The proposi­ 
tion has been laid before several large 
eastern cap italists who have been in­ 
vited 
to consider it purely from a 
business standpoint. 
I Tie agent in 
the m atter is John W. Young, a son 
of Brigham Young by bis first wife. 
Young was one of the contractors for 
the building of the Union Pacific road, 
and is a sharp business man. 
He has 
been here for two or three m onths on 
this mission, and lias one of his wives 
with him. 
He was here about a year 
ago with a brother and son, at which

where, will be solved the problem as 
to how' many people can exist in one 
great city. 
Baris, once well abreast of London 
in population, now takes second place, 
and will have to go down to third be­ 
fore many decades. 
Its population at 
I tho last census w as 2,269,000, it hav- 
1 ing increased about 570,000 during the 
previous twenty years, 
its rate of in- 
j crease 
Is 
therefore comparatively 
j slow, and as the population of France 
is nearly stationary it must be slow in 
I the future. 
New York is now the third of the 
I great cities of the world, leaving out 
of consideration the cities of China, of 
j whose population there is no reliable 
enumeration. 
The position of New 
I York ax the mart of a vast continent 
is unequaled, but the narrowness of 
Manhattan island aud the inferior fa- 
! edifies for rapid transit prior to the 
! era of elevated railways have been 
against it. 
Its population of 1,200,000 
at the last census should have grown 
1 to 1,550,000 at the next census, and to 
2.000.000 at the succeeding one. 
If

was 
reckoned on the same basis as that of 
London it would lake in Brooklyn,

; adjacent towns, with a united popula­ 
tion of the last census of 2,250,<XX). 
! The aggregated community thus indi­ 
cated is growing at the rate of 30 per 
j cent every ten years, so that the total 
: population gathered here at the next 
census will Im- nearly 3,000,000, ann at 
the follow ing census nearly 4,OOO,uoo. 
The population of Brooklyn is increas­ 
ing more rapidly than that of New 
York. it- increase being at the rate of 
50 per cent between 1860 and 1870, and 
43 jM*r cent between 1870 and 1880, 
against 17 and 28 per cent for the 
same decades in Now York. Of course 
it these relative rates of increase should 
lx* maintained it would only be a ques­ 
tion of time when Brooklyn would be 
the larger city of Hie two.
